or a truck 
load. 
A ttem pts to discover what Is 
going to com e have failed to produce 
an answer. 
Many postofflces view 
the coming 
of (lie parcels post with considerable 
worry. 
The Santa Ana office, how­ 
ever, does not expect any great rush. 
The work w ill be increased consider­ 
ably, and m ay result in the addition 
of another clerk and another carrier 
soon. 
The city carriers are already 
carrying about,as much as is possible. 
The postal department has arrang­ 
er for extra clerks In 
the 
railway 
m ail service, but as yet no provision 
has been made for 
the 
additional 
work in the postofflces. 
One reason 
is that it is hard to judge how much 
extra‘work the installation of the par­ 
cels post is going to bring. 
Towns 
that have many mail order 
houses 
may find the business big. 
“I thick the parcels post business 
in Santa Ana will be one of growth,” 
said one of the local postal officials 
today. 
“I do not look for a big busi­ 
ness at first, but expect that the vol­ 
ume will grow as the system is bet­ 
ter understood. 
We sent out circu­ 
lars to business men In an effort to 
find out what to expect, but the an* 
sw ers “were 
not satisfactory. 
Many 
failed to answ er at all. 
We 
are a 
good deal in the dane as to what to 
expect.” 
The local 
office will have 
little 
tim e for thought concerning the par­ 
cels post until after the 
Christmas 
rush is over. 
Christmas presents are 
going out quite steadily now, and the 
business w ill increase until the week 
previous to Christmas Day will be 
the busiest week of all the year. 
Complete and detailed Instructions 
as to the handling of the parcels post 


have not been received by Postmaster 
Shaw. 
It is expected that within a 
few days a supply of 
parcels

A rather unexpected decline of I 
cent in the price of creamery extra 
butter occurred yesterday, due prin 
cipally to the easier feeling in the 
San Fracisco market and
